VILLAGERS MADE HAPPY.

On the island of Lantao, ina ravioo 
invisibls from the sen, nestles the 
walled village of Shek Pik Wai. Ita 
little joss-house Jooks over all the 
village roofs down sownrds the s:a, 
but its view is at present impeded by 
a dense forest. This, ducid,d the 
village couacil, in view of unprus- 
perous ovents otherwise inexplicable, 
was not good feng shui. The joss 
ought to be placated by cutting a 
swathe throngh that forest and open- 
ing a vista. Now it is perfietly well 
known to all men that the Govern: 
ment has a strange affection for even 
the most useless of trees, and mani- 
fests anger if anyone cuts them w.th- 
out pormission. Wise men that have 
tried to plamb the official mind report 
that they think trees improve the 
water supply and make the land more 
fertile. This foolish superstition 
caanot be their true belief, because 
one finda them so shrewd in other 
matters. No doubt trees are 
European feng sbui. That must 
he it. All things considered, it wuld 
be wise to apply for permission, 


So said, so dons; ard go it happen-
